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A Trip to Eisenach. 


The following intergsting letter is 
from the pen of Miss Ada Chandler, 
formerly a well-known resident and 
school teacher here. 


EISENACH, March 15, 1895. 

For many days the fogs had been 
shrouding all nature, and :our own 
hearts also, with a heavy gloom, but 
as we neared the Forests of Thuringia 
the sun rolled the miste away, and 
thrilled with its glowing rays we began 
once more to enjoy the beauty. of the 
landscape. : 

The rounded tops of, the hills were 
still clothed with their white fur man- 
tles, but’the dark ‘shades of the ever- 
greens and’ the deep colors of the red 
| earth, which appeared sometimes in 
| broad patches, sometimes in long strips 


alternating with the pure white of the 


| snow gave a brilliant coloring to the 
| scene. 

; The fields were-unbroken by fence 
or hedge and woods were on every side; 
not the wild,pyimitive forests of Ameri- 
ca, because here in Germany all trees 
are planted in long, even rows, and 
always free from underbrush appear 
more like parks or groves. We find 
them in all stages of growth, from the 
baby sprigs in the nursery, where a fire 
is sometimes made to keep them warm, 
to the sturdy oak, the emblem of Ger- 
many’s strength. 

Little villages with red tiled-roofed 
houses and square Norman-towered 
churches nestled at the foot of the hills. 
One was surrounded by a long row of 
the straight poplar, standing like tall 
sentinels to guard from danger. The 
broken-walls and towers.of ruined cas- 
tles, so many of which were destroyed 
during the Thirty Years’ War, crowned 
the mountain top. 

As we passed the various stations 
with the unpronounceable names, one 
having twenty letters, we saw always 
the guard with the uniform and red 
cap, and we felt sure everything would 
be done for our safety; indeed we are 
sometimes led to grumble when we 
must goup and down long flights of 
steps to cross a track. 
| At Bebra were groups .of young 
| peasants with bright nosegays of red 
| and white paper roses and green feath- 
| ers upon their hats. They had just 
| passed muster, and next year would 
| serve in the army. Those who wore 
‘small bunches must wait another year 
and again pass trial. 

Eisenach at the very outskirts of the 
Thuringian Forests is one of the most 
interesting places. We pass the statue 
of Bach, a beautiful bronze of a short, 
thick-set man with pen in hand ready to 
write upon the tablet held by a cherub 
at his. side. Below is arehef of one 
playing the wonderful pieces which he 
is composing. It is. Jahr!/Markt, and 
around him are gathered from all parts 
of the country peasants who are trying 
to dispose of their wares, Stamn¢ls.are 
loaded with articles of evefy descrip- 
tion, with sometimes a tent-like coyer- 
ing above, but many things, like the 
earthern ware, were soaking in the 


Some were hawking their goods, but 
Bach stood just as-serenely amid all the 
clatter and clamor, and although so si- 
fent his music, especially during these 
Lenten days, is enchanting the whole 
world. 

A short distance away is the house 
where he was born, also another, an- 
cient but picturesque, where Martin 
Luther sang before the door some four 
hundred years ago, and the good Frau 
Ursula Cotta received him into her 
home, so beautifully- described in the 


“Schonherg Cotta Family.” Even at. 


the present time on St. Martin’s Eve,

We pass over the draw-bridge sus- 
pended by long iron chains under the 
deep arched gateway, whose heavy oak- 
en doors are drawn back in peace into 
the largest of the buildings: 

The Elizabeth Gallery is decorated 
with scenes from the life of the Saint, 
painted by Schwind in 1856, She was 
brought hereewhen four years old to be 
educated for her future husband. ‘She 
was ever bu’y in good works for the 
poor and destitute, ‘which he bitterly 
opposed,

Among 
those’ near is Waltér von der Vogel- 
weide, and Longfellow has related in 
his beautiful poem how Walter at his 
death tommanded the birds to be fed 
upon his grave.

NEW YORK |!) 1776. 
Declaration Read to the Troops Under 
: General Washington. , 


The only cloud on the sky was the dis- 
agreement with the mother country which 
had begun at Concord and Bunker Hill 
some months before. One result. of . this 
disagreement was that a distinguished 
looking Virginian named George Wash- 
ington had come to town with a few thou- 
sand armcd men from the several colonies 
and had built batteries, established camps 
and was preparing to prevent the landing 
of the army, escoricd by a war fleet, which 
King George was known to have sent over 
and tlv arrival of which was momentarily 
expected 

On the afternoon of July 9 General 
Washington rocei yd news that independ- 
ence had been ceclured by the continental 
congress, and the troops formed a hollow 
square on the ground now occupied by the 
city hall, the | +toffice, Broadway and 
Park row, and the declaration was- read 
aloud by one of Washington's aids, Mod- 
ern residents who try to imagine the scene 
by recalling the squares they have seen 
formed by militia, volunteers of regulars 
are respectfully informed that they are 
‘‘away off.'' The shape was the same, for 
drillmasters were quite as severe in those 
days as now, but as to uniformity of,dress 
and equipment there was about as little as 
among Faistaff’s recruits. 

The nearest approach to uniform ever 
known in the continental army was a 
green sprig in the hat of each soldier, and 
that was on one day only. Most of the 
officers had uniforms, and the others wore 
their ‘Sunday best,"’ but’ the! majority of 
the men in tLe ranks wore what they had 
brought from home, and some had brought 
very little . The hats would not bring 5 
eents a dozen in modern Baxter street 
There was no line of glittering bayonets 
to flush deflance to Britain, for bayonets 
of. any kind were scarce. The guns were 
as unlike as the men who carried them— 
firearms of almost every country in Ku- 
rope, shotguns, carbines, musketoons and 
even some muatchlocks. Instead of car- 
tridge box most of the men carried powder 
horn and shot pouch. The colors, too, 
were more remarkable for variety than 
anything else. The stars and stripes were 
there, but so were state colors in quantity 
The one sign of uniformity was the cheer 
that followed the reading. It was heard 
all the way to the Battery and showed 
that no matter how the people of New York 
might differ as to the situation the army 
meant businvss.—New York Hérald.

The Kindergarten School. 


The kindergarten which has been in 
session for ten weeks, since April 15, in 
the Abbott Village Schvolhouse closed 
Friday morning, June 21. There were 
about forty visitors on this last day, iu- 
cluding the majority of the mothers of 
the children, There was no prepared ex 
hibition, the little pupils simply doing the 
work of every day. There have been 
thirty-two enrolled (members, and not- 
withstanding the prevalence of whooping 
cough and measles, there has been an 
average attendance of twenty-two, As 
we listened, to the beautiful songs so 
heartily sung, the sweet recitations, the 
stories, often taking the form of ques- 
tions answered by the children, of the 
bees and the birds and the flowers, as we 
watched the gymnastics and the various 
figures formed by the marching our hearts 
were proud of the work that is being 
done. 

All this is what an occasional and cas- 
ual visitor can see, but it is a far deeper 


_work than this that is going on in the 


hearts of the children. To those who 
have watched it week after week they 
lrave-seen_ how the habits of patience, 
obedience, kindness, concentration of 
mind, powers of observatlon, and indi- 
vidual omginality have been developed. 
The silent lips have been opened, the un- 
ruly tempers have been softened, the very 
expression of the faces has changed, until 
now one feels the atmosphere of harmony 
and universal interest as soon as one en- 
tersthe room. Lessons are being learned 
by these little lives, happiness has come 
into the little hearts which will abide 
forever. 

The interest of parents and children 
has constantly increased. The committee 
felt much was accomplished last fall, but 
the spring term shows a two-fold in- 
creased result, and they feel the good 
citizens of Andover will not allow so 
good a work to languish for lack of funds, 
As the children have brought their ten 
cents_every Monday morning, they too 
have been contributors toward the ex- 
penses. It is to be hoped that it will not 
be long before an opportunity for such 
valuable instruction, where the right 
foundations for all life are laid, will be 
open for every child in Andover between 
the ages of three and six. 

In the prosperity of the school, which 
has-- exceeded. the- expectations, much 
credit is due to’the genius and patience 
of the principal, Miss Leland, as well as 
to her assistant, Miss Vinton, and the 
very kindly and efficient service of Miss 
Saunders. —

The town of Spencer has lost one of 
its most useful and highly esteemed 
ladies in the death of Mrs. Mary E: Her- 
sey, wife of the venerable Nathan Hersey’ 
formerly deputy sheriff of that district. 
She died at the residence of her brother, 
Mr. Samuel Johnson of Medford, Mass., 
Wednesday, the 19 inst.

Chamberlain’s Hand Seen In the 
Rosebery Overthrow, 


Salisbury Undertakes Formation of a Cab- 
inet—Important Portfolio’s Already Ten- 
dered to Prominent British Politicians.

LORD. SALISBURY, 

Robert .Arthur Talbot Gascoigne Cecil, 
third Marquis of Salisbury, was born in 
1830, and married the daughter of the late 
Baron Alderson. He was educated at Ox- 
ford, and is chancellor of that university. 
He has been twice’ secretary of state for 
India and twice secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs. He was premier in 1885, and 
formed his second ministry in 1886. He 
resigned in 1892, He proceeded to Con- 
stantinople as a spegial ambassador at the 
conference there in November, 1876, and he 
and Lord Beaconsfield in 1878 were the 
representatives of Great Britain at the 
congress of Berlin. 

Fighting Joe's Tactics, 

Joseph Chamberlain, ‘‘Fighting Joe," 
as he used to be called in parliament 
about the time he deserted Gladstone, 
sprung the trap which caught the Rose- 
bery ministry. Originally he was a 
Liberal, battling valiantly against the 
Tories under Gladstone, in whose second 
cabinet he was president of the board of 
trade. 

Chamberlain led the advanced Radical 
wing until shortly after the formation of 
Gladstone’s third ministry, in which he 
was president of the local government 
board, he quarreled with his chief over 
home rule and quit the Liberal. ranks. 
Then he formed the Liberal-Union party, 
which he now leads in parliament. 

This party, after seceding from the Lib- 
eral party, on account of the Irish ques- 
tion, formed an alliance with the Con- 
servatives or Tory party. Chamberlain 
aspired to the leadership of the alliance. 
Having held the balance of power under 
the Gladstoné and Rosebery governments, 
he just now holds in his hands, he seems 
to believe, the fate of the Tory govern- 
ment about to be installed. + 

The Conservatives wanted a’ general 
election before taking control of the gov- 
ernment, in order to find out just how 
strong Chamberlain is with the people. 
Then they could gauge the amount of 
patronage necessary to be given to him. 

They calculate upon capturing a lot of 
‘Liberal-Unionist seats, thinking that the 
members of the Liberal-Uuionist’ party 
have been in the Consetvative fold so long 
many, if not most, are ready to become 
straight-out Tories. It’ was just this sort 
of test that Chamberlain sought to avoid, 
it is presumed, by overturning the Liberal 
government as he did. 

McCarthy's Manifesto, 

Justin McCarthy has issued a manifesto 
to the people of Ireland*stating that the 
defeat of the government has placed Ire- 
Tand’s bitterest enemies-in—office,.‘‘For a 
brief space before the election,” the mani- 
festo says, “Downing streetand Dublin 
castle will be occupied by men pledged to 
the policy of-coercion in Ireland. “This de- 
feat was compassed by’ the factionistx, 
who still divide Ireland, and by the votes 
of the Chamberlains, the Russelis and 
other false friends of land reforin.’’ Advo- 
cating the continuance of the allian 
with the Liberal party as Ireland's only 
hope of redress, the manifesto appeals 
earnestly to Irishmen at home and abroad 
for funds with which to fight their en- 
emies in the coming election campaign. 

A great deal of interest during the pres- 
ent crisis centers in the course which Mr. 
Gladstone will decide to adopt... His sec- 
retary, when questioned on the.subject, 
said that the great Liberal leader does not 
intend to issue a manifesto. He will re- 
main in town for 9 few days, and will 
then go to Hawarden. Mr. Gladstone 
spent the morning in disposing of an ac- 
cumulation of letters, and in the after- 
noon he visited the British museum. 


: Hawaii's Hopes. . 

HONOLULU, June 24.—The first legisla- 
ture under the republic was called to- 
gether on the 11th inst. The president’s 
message was read. It deals with many 
questions’ of local interest. In speaking 
of the annexation with the United States, 
ae president says: ‘‘While the annexe- 
tion of this country to the United States of 
America has not been accomplished, it 
still remains the policy of the government.

Outlook For the Butter Trade 
Considered. 


But Slight Changes Noted In the Produce 
Market—Trade In Wool and Live Stock’ 
Fairly Active. 2 rae 


. 


Bostoy, June 27.—The butter market 
was quiet and steady yesterday, and main- 
tained about the same conditions as for 
several days previous. Strictly fine cream- 
ery continued te find buyers at full current 
rates, while the under grades were difficult 
to sell except at concessions. The number 
of large buyers seemed to diminish, and 
the prevailing opinion was that the active 
speculative purchasing was nearly over. 

A large portion of the receipts go-di- 
rectly to cold storage on owners’ account, 
anddé not come into the open market. 
This enables . receivers to keep prices 
steady on the lotsoffered, and apparently 
keeps-the market cleared. But the ac- 
oun.alations are piling up, and unless re- 
celpts fall off there will soon be an im- 
Mense surplus here. . 

Last week’s receipts were the largest on 
record, aggregating 1,926,463 pounds, and 
fot the past two days of this week the re- 
celts Show further increase, The stock 
In Qniney cold storage warehouse was in- 
creased fn}}y 20/000 tubs, and stood on Siit- 
urday abcut 110,000 ‘tubs, some 26,000 tubs 
more than the same time last year, At 
this rate thy storage capacity will soon be 
filled. 

The consumptive demand is not satisfac- 
tory, notwit)siahding the. reasonable 
prices, and dealeys'are beginning to think 
that there is not as much butter going into 
consumption as last year at this time. 
They are afraid there will; be a dull time 
in July, but thé large nunlbet of visitors 
coming to Boston in that month may 
cause an improvement. Date ta 

Dealers differed somewhat in their views 
yesterday in regard to the exact selling 
prices. For the finest Vermont and New 
York creamery; in’ large lines, 20 .cents 
could be obtained, but receivers were in- 
different about putting much on the mar- 
ket, as the goods cost that price or more 
laid down here,;"On the other hand, if 
many large lots were offered, they might 
not bring over 19 to 194 cents. : 

For some of-the small lots which are 
furnished to the trade every week, 19 to 20 
cents was the range. At present it isa 
peculiar fact that large lines for cold stor- 
ege will bring a better price than smaller 
lote for immediate consumption,

rison of El Mulato, in the province of 
Puerto Principe, about 80 kilometers from 
the city of Puerto Principe and capital of 
the province, has surrendered to Maximo 
Gomez. The garrison consisted of about 
25 Spanish soldiers under Lieutenant 
Becerra Romero, and they were quartered 
in a guano house, fortified with palisades 
and pierced with loopholes for rifles.

San Geronimo’s Surrender, 

In addition the town of San Geronimo, 
situated about 15 kjlometeres southeast of 
El Mulato, has met the same fate as the 
latter place. It was attacked by the in- 
surgents under Maximo Gomez and was 
burned to the ground after its garrison of 
about 50 men had surrendered. In this 
case, however, it is stated that the soldiers 
succeeded in burying a great part of their 
stores of ammunition before the fort of 
San Geronimo was captured by the enemy. 


New England Weather-Crop Bulletin.

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I 


OF TOWN MEETINGS AND RULES FOR THE GOV- 


ERNMENT THEREOF, 


Sect. 1. ‘The annual. Town Meeting for the 
election of Town Officers, and for other purposes, 
shall be held on the first Monday of March. 

Sect. 2. The warrants for all Town Meetings 
shall be directed to either of the Constables of the 


_-Town, and meetings shall be notified by posting 


attested copies of the warrant on the Town house, 
on each schoolhouse, and in not less than five other 
public places where bills and notices are usually 
posted, two Sundays at. least before the day of 
meeting. 

Srecr. 3. The Town Officers which are required 
by law to be chosen by ballot, and: their respective 
terms of office, shall be designated in the warrant 
for the Annual Meeting. 

Sect. 4. At the, Annual Meeting, after the 
choice of Moderator, the polls shall remain open for 
the choice of officers at least four hours. At any 
election, after the balloting has begun, no »vote 
fixing the time for closing the polls shall be recon- 
sidered,. except for the purpose of extending such 
time. 

Sect: 5. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received, but, to adjourn the meet- 
ing, to lay on the table, to commit or amend, to re- 
fer or to postpone to a day certain, or to postpone 
indefinitely, which several motions shall have pre- 
cedence in the order in which they are named. 

Sect. 6. Upon taking the question, if the decis- 
ion of the Moderator is doubted, or’a division of the 
house called for, the Moderator. shall request all per- 
sons in the house to be seated, and may appoint 
Tellers. The question shall-then be distinctly stated, 
and those~voting—in—the—affirmative and negative 
respectively, shall be requested to rise and-stand in 
their places until they are counted by the Moderator, 
or the Tellers, if any ; and no person shall be counted 
who does not comply with the request to occupy a 
seat. 

Sect. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered at the 

game meeting, except upon-a motion made within 
one hour of the adoption of such’ vote, unless ordered 
by two-thirds of the voters present and voting there- 
on. 

Sect. 8. 
not otherwise provided for in these by-laws, shall be 
governed by thie general rules of parliamentary law. 


ARTICLE II. 


OF CERTAIN POWERS AND DUTIES OF TOWN OF- 
FICERS NOT PRESCRIBED BY THE STATUTES. 


The proceedings of the town meeting, 


Section. 1. The Selectmen shall have full au- 
thority, as agents of the Town, to institute and pros- 
ecute suits in the name of the Town, and to appear 
and defend suits brought against it, unless it is other- 
wise specially ordered by a vote of the Town. 

Sect. 2. Whenever it shall be necéssary to ex- 


ecute any deed, or any other instrument, required to . 


carry into effect any vote of the Town, the same 
shall be executed by the Selectmen, or a majority 
o fthem, in the name and behalf of the Town, unless 
the Town shall otherwise vote in any special case. 

Sect. 3. The Selectmen shall annually appoint 
five or more Police Officers, pursuant to the law 
of the Commonwealth,—one of whom _ they 
shall designate as Chief of Police, who shall have 
the general supervision and direction of the police 
force of the town, when on duty,— who, in addition 
to their other duties required by the laws. of the 
Commonwealth, shall make complaints and carry 
into execution any judgments for violations of these 
By-Laws, excepting those relating to truancy. “The 
compensation of such Police Officers shall be fixed 
by the Selectmen. 

“® Sect. 4. ‘The Selectmen shall annually, at least 
four days before the Annual Meeting, cause to be 
distributed among the tax-payers of the town a de- 
failed Report; in print, of all moneys received into 
and paid out of the Town Treasury during the pre- 
ceding financial year, which Report shall be ex- 
amined and approved by the Auditors before it is 
printed. They shall.also publish with said Report 
such information and recommendations as they may 
deem proper ; with detailed estimates of the amounts 
of money which will be required for the current 
financial year. The Reports of the Treasurer’s and 
Collector’s Accounts shall also be printed annually 
with the Selectmen’s Report. Each decennial val- 
uation of estates niade by the Assessors, or an ab- 
stract thereof, shall be printed and distributed in 
pamphlet form. within six months after the same 
shall be made. 

Srot. 5. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk 
to keep a book’ of records, with an-index thereto, for 

4 for the purpose of recording the location of all high- 
ways and town ways within the, town. 

Secor. 6. The School Cotuinittee shall-print and 
distribute their Annual Report before the thirtieth 
day ‘of April in each year. 

Sect. 7, There shall be-chosen, at the poe 
. Meeting, three. Auditors of Accounts, who shall 
audit the accounts of the Selectmen, Treasurer, and 
Collector, Trustees of Punchard School, Trustees: of 
Memorial Hall, and Cemetery Committee; and all 
other Town Officers and Trustees, and for this purpose 
they may have access to, and examine all accounts” 
kept by the Selectmen, School Conimittee, Road 
Commissioners, Engineers of the Fire Department,

ARTICLE III. 
FINANCIAL REGULATIONS.

Section 1, The financial year shall begin with 
the second Monday of January in each year. 

Sect. 2.. No money shall be paid from the treas- 
ury, except the State and County taxes, without a 
warrant therefar, signed by a majority ofthe Select.. 
men. : 
Secr. 8, The assessment of taxes shall be com- 
pleted, and the tax-list and warrant shall be delivered 
to the Collector, on or before the fifth day of August 
in each yéar. 


_ Secor. 4, All taxes assessed in each year shall 
be paid on or before the first day of November in 
the same year; and on all such taxes as shall’ not 
be paid on or before said first day of November, in- 
terest shall be charged, at a rate to be fixed annually 
by a vote of the Town, pursuant to the Statutes of 
the Commonwealth. ‘The Collector shall use all 
the means and processes provided by law for. the 
collection of all taxes remaining unpaid after the, 
first day of December in each year. Billg-for poll-

“taxes only shall be payable on demand. 


Srot. 5. The Collector shall cause to be printed 
upon the tax-bills the foregoing By-law, with the 
rate of interest on .unpaid taxes fixed by a vote of 
the Town with the rate of discount, if any, for early 
payment. = ( 

Srct. 6. The compensation of the Collector of 
Taxes shall be fixed annually by the Town; and he 
shall pay over to the Treasurer all moneys received 
by him for taxes as soon as collected; and he shall 
pay over to the Treasurer the amount of all the 
taxes collected by him, on or before the expiration 
of his term of office. 

Sgct. 7. All money deposited with the Town 
Treasurer for the preservation and care of burial 
lots under the provisions of Sect. 17, Chap. 82, of 
the Public Statutes shall be deposited in Savings 
Banks in the. name of the Town Treasurer of An- 
dover, in trust, for the care of the lot designated by 
the depositor, and the annual income shall be drawn 
by: the Treasurer and be paid out for the care and 
preservation of the lot so designated. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUANCY. 
The Town of Andover hereby avails itself of the 
several provisions of the Statutes of this Common- 


wealth now in force, relating to habitual truants and 
absentees from school. 


ARTICLE V 
POLICE REGULATIONS. 


Section 1. The Selectmen, before granting a 
written permission tg move a building in any public 
street or way in the town, under the Statutes, shall 
ascertain if the destruction or injury of any shade or 
ornamental tree, shrub, or any fixture of ornament 
or utility, standing in a street, way, or enclosure ad- 
joining the same, will be caused thereby ; and if in 
such case, in the opinion of the Selectmen, such per- 
mission should be granted, they may require the 
person applying to give satisfactory security té‘any 
person owning such trees, shrubs, or fixtures, to 
indemnify him for any damage caused as aforesaid, 
before giving such permission. 

Secor. 2. No, person shall pasture any cattle, 
goats, or other animals, either with or without a 
keeper, upon any street or way in the town, pro- 
vided that nothing herein contained shall affect the 
right of a person to the use of the land within the 
limits of a street or way adjoining his own premises. 

Sreot:3. :No person shall at any time— without 


| the permission of the Selectmen, discharge, any fire- 


arms, cannon, or swivel in any street of way, near 
any vehicle passing thereon, or any dwelling-house, 
except in performance of sonie legal duty. 

Sect. 4. No person shall behavein any indecent 


or disorderly manner, or use profane, indecent, or 


insulting language, in any public place, or on any 
sidewalk gf street in the town, to the annoyance or 
disturbance of.any other person there being or pass- 
ing in a peaceable manner, or by any noise, gesture, 
or other means wantonly and designedly frighten 
any horse in any street or other public place in the 
town. 

Sect. 5. “No person shall continue to stand or 
remain alone or with others near on any sidewalk or 
in-any public place, in such a manner as to obstruct 
a free passage for travellers thereon, after having 
been requested by’’a Constable or Police Officer to 
moveon.: ‘ 

Sror. 6.. No person shall affix with paste, or by 
any other means, any bill, placard, or notice, or shall 
write any figures, words, or devices, to or upon a 
building, fence, or wall in the town, where the 
owner or occupant shall-have posted a notice for- 
bidding the same, 

Scr. 7. No person shall drive, wheel, or draw 
any coach, cart, wheelbarrow, handcart, velocipede, 
bicycle, or any carriage of burden or pleasure (ex- 
cepting children’s carriages, drawn by the hand) 
upon any sidewalk in the town, or permit-any horse, 
cattle, swine, or sheep under his or her care, to go 
upon any: sidewalk in town. — 

Sror. 8. No person shall ‘put, place, 6r ny 
wood, lumber, stones; or other materials within the 
limits of any public street or way within the town, 
without written permission of the Selectmen. 

Szot. 9, No person shall sprinkle, scatter; or put 
upon any sidewalk, crossing or street, or upon the 


rails, switches, or other ‘appliances of a street railway 


in’ any street, any salt or mixture of salt, except in ac- 
cordance with a permit from the Selectmen. 

Sect. 10. No person shall make any bonfire or 
other fire, or kick football,’or play at any game in 


which a ball is used, or fly any kite or balloon, or 
throw stones or snowballs, or other missiles, in any 
public street or way in the town, | 

Secor. 11. No person shall bathe or swim in 
any public or exposed place in this town. 

Srcr. 12. No person shall coast or slide on any 
sled or other like vehitle in or upon any public 
street or way in the town. But the Selectmen in 
their discretion may by public notice designate any 
streets or ways where coasting may be permitted for 
a period to be designated in such notice, § 

Secor. 13. The Selectmen may grant a written 
license to any person to occupy or obstruct a side- 
walk for a limited time for the more convgnient 
erection, alteration, or repair of a building, and | they 
shall require the’ person to whom such license gis 
given to furnish a satisfactory bond to the.Townto 
hold it harmless from all claims for loss or damage 
arising from such occupancy or obstruction. When- 
ever any sidewalk becomes obstructed under such 
license, the person doing the work or causing the 
same to, be done shall place a good and convenient 
temporary walk around such obstructions when 
ordered to do so by the Selectmen or “person or 
board having charge of the public streets. 

Secr. 14, No person shall be allowed to throw 
posters, hand-bills, flyers, advertising sheets, waste 
or rubbish in the public streets or ways, hor place 


‘any poster, tin tag, or other device on any build- 


ing, fence, bill board, bridge, or pole standing with 
in the limits of a street without the written permission 
of the Selectmen. 

’ Sect. 15, All penalties and forfeitures recovered 
for breach of any of these By-laws shall be paid into 
the town treasury for the use of the Town. 

Sxcr. 16. Every-violation of any of the foregoing 

By-laws shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
two nor more than twenty dollars. 


“ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. These By-laws may be amended at 
any Annual Town Meeting; an article or articles

Sect. 2. These By-laws shall take effect on
